"Rumanian Welfare" organisation, Nicolae CARANFIL, the head of that organi- 
sation. vas host. CARANFIL opened the meeting and invited General RADESCU 
to act as chairman. 

4* General RADESCU thanked CARANFIL, but requested that he continue to act 
as chairman, seeing that he vas at home. Caranfil then c ailed upon General 
Radescu to speak, and the latter began to relate his efforts during the 
preceding three years to unite ell Rumanians abroad for the liberation of 
Rumania* But, he sltfd, his efforts encountered many obstacles. He stated 
that the moment had arrived to organize an activity vith full chances of success. *: 
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9. At that point, Caranfil requested leave to interrupt the speaker (Pope) 
and stated that he felt it his dirty to stress that the only thing that vas 
envisaged vas an association of Rumanians in the United States. He added 
that the statements made by General Radescu at the beginning of the meeting 
vent beyond this intention. 



10. Popa replied that, seeing the lack of agreement between Messrs. Radescu 
and Caranfil, it vas his belief that General Radescu vas right, and that the
